Group III, claim(s) 19-36, drawn to a method of treatment of a pathology related to cell 
proliferation and/or differentiation. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: There is no special 
technical feature in the instant claim set. 
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Independent instant claim 19 discloses pharmaceutical compounds capable of 
deregulating lipid metabolism. Townsend et al. (WIPO Publication No. WO 99/10321 
and cited by Applicant in the International Search Report provided) disclose a 
pharmaceutical compound, SI-48 (page 20, third compound from bottom) capable of 
inhibiting the lipid biosynthesis of mycobacteria (page 3, first paragraph, page 2, lines 4- 
9 and Abstract). Therefore, the instant claims do not have a special technical feature 
and thus the claims lack unity. 

Applicant is required to elect a group to be examined on the merits. 

Election of Species 
Compound and Disease/Disorder 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . Currently 
claims 19-36 are generic to a plurality of patentably distinct species of: 

a. Compounds of formula (I) 

b. Pathology involving a deregulation of lipid and/or glucose metabolism, pathology

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The above listed species are distinct as to the different compounds of formula (I) 
which all have different chemical structures and different mechanisms of action, leading 
to different pharmacological action for each pathology which all has different 
symptomology. Further, the recited species acquire a separate status, because they 
can be classified in different classification. Different classification of species is prima 
facie evidence of undue burden of search. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species of one 
compound of formula (I) and one pathology (e.g., psoriasis) to which the claims shall be 
restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. 
An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non- 
responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Applicant is cautioned that the election of a species of compound which has not 
specifically been disclosed as filed may be determined to be New Matter.
